E. Xh n£DDEI7. 
dty in 1828, and from ia59 was con- 
nected with the shipping house of Wet- 
more, Cryder & Co., until its dissolution 
last year. 
For thirty-five vears Mr. 
Hedden had full charge of tne Custom 
House business of Wetmore, Cyrder & 
Co., of Front street. The house does a 
large China and Japan trade, having a 
branch house at Shanghai, whence are 
drawn the various products of 
the 
Asiatic coast. It is at Snaiighai that mar- 
ket values for these products are fixed 
by the European and American col- 
onists settled there. Mr. Hedden, how- 
ever, has been further north than 
"Shanghai, going at one time as far as 
Tienstein, which is eight hundred miles 
north of Shanghai, and where the United 
States government Jiow has a resident 
consul, constituting Tienstein, mostly 
populated by natives, a port of export. 
Since his return to this country Mr. 
Hedden's advice has frequently been 
taken by appraisers and examiners, and 
under Mr. Ketchum's regime he fre- 
qurntly acted as merchant appraiser. 


Mr. Hedden therefore assumes the 
office of Collector with the benefit of a 
long experience as to the requirements 
of the position. He is a vice president 
of the North Biver Bank and a directoi 
in the Nia gara Fire and other insurance 
companies. 
His father studied law 
under Alexander Hamilton and was the 
representative of New York city tmon 
the location of the opening of the Erie 
canal. 
Although an 
anti-Tammany 
Democrat Mr. Hedden is not an active 
or a prominent politician. 
In fact he is 
neither known to politicians nor in 
political circles. 
It is said his appoint- 
ment was recommended by Ex-MayOr 
Cooper, General John H. Woodward, 
John C. Crane, Bates, Beed & Cooley,. 
J. T. LOAV, and others. The significiiuce 
of Hedden's appointment lies in his iin- 
wavering Democracy, unimpreachable 
record as a solid merchant, high s and- 
ing as an expert in Custom House law 
and practice and his nativity and life- 
long residence in the city of Now York. 


H O O T G I V E S . 


The New Chief of the Bureaiu of Engraving 
and Priutiiig. 


Mr. Graves, who has recently entered 
upon his duties as Chief of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, is a native 
of Herkimer County, New York. He is

a son of Judge Graves, and about forty- 
five years of age. He was educated at 
Hobart College, and although he did 
not graduate there, the institution sub- 
sequently conferred upon him the de- 
gree of Master of Arts. He is one of 
the lecturers before the 
classes of 
Trinity College as an authority on the 
"Science of Administration," and has 
delivered a series of lectures on this sub- 
ject. 


Mr. Graves entered the Treasury De- 
partment in 1863 as a clerk in the lowest 
grade, and has gradually worked his 
way up from a fourth to a first class 
clerkship ; from the Chief of the Be- 
demption Agency to Assistant United 
States Treasurer, and from the latter to 
his present position—a $1,000 promo- 
tion, his salary in his new office being 
$4,500, by Act of Congress. 


Mr, Graves has been repeatedly called 
upon to investiate different subjects 
connected with the service in the Treas- 
ury Department 
He has several times 
examined the office of Assistant Treas- 
urer in New York ; in 1878 he examined 
and reported upon the condition of the 
Sinking Fund of the District of Colum- 
bia, and in 1881 he prepared for Secre- 
tary Windom a history of the Civil Ser- 
vice experiment ; when Secreta^ Folger 
•wanted information to enable him to pre- 
pare specific estimates for appropriations 
for Custom Service, Mr. Graves opposed 
the majority report of Messrs. James, 
Treloar and Brackett, by a minority re- 
g>rt fuU of timely and wise suggestions.

of Engraving and Printing was very 
unfavorable to it, ana attracted much 
attention in and outside of Government 
circles. "The looseness and extrava- 
gance," he said, "which have marked its 
management, and the scandals to which 
it has given rise, furnish the strongest 
possible argument against it."

East Bound Freig-lit. 


The shipments of flour, grain and pro- 
visions from Chicago to eastern through 
stations by the pool lines during the 
week ending Saturday, Sept. 19, amount- 
ed to 52,161 tons, against 48,161 tons 
during the preceding week, an increase 
of 4,000 tons. The shipments of grain 
were particularly heavy, aggregating 
35,808 tons. The reason for the increase 
of tonnage is alleged to be the exception- 
ally low rates now prevailing. 
It is 
difficult to find out just what rates are, 
but it is considered safe to say that the 
bulk of both grain and provisions carried 
last week went on the basis of a 10-cent 
rate to New York.

The Pittsburg 
road carrisd 8,133 tons. The Michigan 
Central and Lake Shore roads carried 
more freight than the Pittsburg road.
